Sheet Metal Protects Barge Cargoes from 
Corrosive Effects of Salt Water 


Sheet Metal Barge Plies on Mississippi River in Louisi-

ILL the picturesque wooden 
barges that ply along our many 
inland waterways be replaced by 
metal substitutes? Can the heavy 
superstructure of the famous 
“Monitor” of Civil War days stage 
a comeback for peaceful purposes ? 
Metal’s former drawbacks at 
once come to mind; weight, and 
rust. The sturdy little “Monitor,” 
although an effective fighter, was 
very heavy for its size. It, like the 
modern concrete boats, did not have 
the buoyancy of a similar boat of 
wood. Its hard, steel sides, so ef- 
fective in deflecting shells, did not 
resist rust unless frequently painted. 
Salt sea water, being very corrosive, 
takes its toll in rust wherever metal 
is unprotected. 
But now the lessons of the past 
have been turned to modern advan- 


tage. A barge with an all metal 
superstructure has appeared on the 
Mississippi river in Louisiana. It is 
virtually a floating iron house with 
iron roof, sides, downspouts, and 
gutters. Barges with metal hulls 
are common, but metal superstruc- 
tures are not such familiar sights. 
This unique barge has a cabin of 
large capacity and great apparent 
weight. But it is not as heavy as it 
appears. More than 20,000 pounds 
of iron was used in the superstruc- 
ture alone. But the sheets were of 
light 24 and 26-gauge material. They 
are counted on to stand the hard 
knocks, because they are corrugat- 
ed. Such sheets have been shown 
to be very strong and durable. 
What of the old bugaboo, rust? 
Such a large surface would ordi- 
narily be a fine stamping ground for 


it. The cabin itself measures 200 
feet long by 32 feet, 8 inches wide. 
The dimensions of the barge ara 
230 feet long by 40 feet wide by 12 
feet deep. The work of frequently 
painting such a boat would be very 
expensive. Salt air, water, and coal 
smoke would, as a rule, cause much 
corrosion. 

This barge cabin is built of Arm- 
co Ingot Iron, an iron of rust-re- 
sisting qualities. While the first 
cost of such material is slightly 
higher, its additional life is counted 
on to justify its use. This iron is 
galvanized and it can be painted for 
further protection. 

The cabin of this barge has many 
of the features of its first cousin, 
the metal freight car. While it can- 
not compete for speed, it is far 
roomier. It completely shelters its 
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contents from wind and water. Its 
large sliding doors are very easy to 
open or close. When the doors are 
closed, the ventilators on top of the 


cabin keep a stream of fresh air cir- 
culating through the interior at all 
times, which is a very desirable ac- 
complishment. 


General Simplification Board’s 
Work Progressing at Good Rate’ 


Bureau of Standards Also Doing an Excellent Work 
in Cooperation With Simplification Program 


By Major A. E. Foore, Division of Simplified Practice 


T was about three years ago that 

Mr. Fernley asked me to come 
out to Cleveland to talk over our 
work of simplification in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and we have 
had a fine time during the last three 
years. Mr. Fernley somewhat ques- 
tioned whether there would be any 
possibility of applying simplification 
to your group at that time. You ree 
call that meeting as a result of 
which three committees were ap- 
pointed. You all know what those 
committees have done. At that 
time there were only two or three 
industrial groups which had entered 
this work. 

Mr. Hoover said he desired to 
help industry. No one out of a 
government department had made 
such a statement ever before. That 
period has all past. It was simply 
based on ideas and ideals. What 
could the Department of Commerce 
do for industry? We did not know. 
It took us a long time before indus- 
try would believe Mr. Hoover 
meant what he said and that we 
would endeavor to co-operate and 
work with you. At the present 
time without going into detail, there 
are 55 industries co-operating which 
have gone the distance which you 
gentlemen have. They have made 
their own recommendations. They 
have approved their own recommen- 
dations; they have accepted them 
and put them into operation. That 
is a great step for business—to reg- 
ulate itself. 

In the years past we have had a

great deal said about government 
regulation of business. Government 
does not want to regulate business 
so far as | have been able to de- 
termine during the last three years. 
Government wants business to regu- 
late itself. It is difficult, as you 
know, for industry to regulate it- 
self. One hundred per cent in an 
industry do not desire to assist in 
regulating that business and when 
there is a small percentage which 
does not play the game, the indus- 
try suffers. Many distributors be- 
lies this is a job for the manufac- 
turers alone. We don’t feel that 
way. We feel that distributors have 
a very vital part in this program. 
They can either make or break a 
program of the manufacturers by 
demanding what we manufacturers 
have called “Specialties,” by not 
keeping up to the program to which 
they have subscribed. Gentlemen it 
is in your hands. 

There is a great opportunity to- 
day. The administration, for which 
I do not speak officially, believes in 
this program of self-regulation of 
industry. The Federal Trade Asso- 
ciation has very materially liberated 
its procedure. The Department of 
Justice through the two very vital 
decision of maple flooring and ce- 
ment cases, has opened the way for 
the distribution of business statistics 
which we believe are vitally essen- 
tial to a complete knowledge of how 
industry should be run, but you will 
please remember in the decision 
which Mr. Justice Stone handed 
down there were two vital words— 
that these statistics must be collected 
for dissemination openly and fairly. 
If that is done there will be much 
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less difficulty with the Department 
of Justice. It is when these matters 
are done openly and fairly in a cer- 
tain few instances, that your De- 
partment of Justice is given a job. 
More Self Government 
in Business 

Yesterday I had the pleasure of 
listening to Governor Ritchie, of 
Maryland, in Washington in an ad- 
dress at the annual meeting of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce and the burden of his address 
was more business in government 
and more self-government in busi- 
ness. He said there was nothing 
new in what he had been saying. 
That it what we have been trying to 
preach the last three years. I can 
report progress in the problem. We 
have seen during the last three or 
four years the operation of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. When that was 
originally started by Mr. Dawes, it 
was estimated that the deficit for 
the years would be nine hundred 
millions of dollars. 


Owing to the operation of that 
Bureau simply saving the waste, 
stopping the leaks and watching ex- 
penditures, and by common sense 
business methods, within a year, in- 
stead of a deficit of nine million, the 
surplus was $300,000,000. That 
was What gave us that 25 per cent 
reduction in income taxes. That is 
still operating. Out of the Bureau 
Budget came the General Simplifi- 
cation Board. As a result of the 
war it was found that the former 
government practice of always or- 
dering something special was bad 
business and all through the various 
departments, there is a definite 
movement to fill up their table of 
supplies with articles which are 
commercially available. 

This work of simplification is a 
big job and necessarily there must 
be slow work because the members 
on these various committees are do- 
ing this in addition to various other 
duties. Very shortly these govern- 
ment federal specifications are to be 
made mandatory so that when you 
gentlemen have with the co-opera- 
tion of the Federal Specification 
Board determined on some specifi- 
cation, nothing can be bought ex- 
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cept under those specifications, be- 
cause the vouchers will not be paid. 
I think that is a measure of very 
great potentiality. 
Work of Bureau of 
Standards Good 

Then, of course, we have the work 
of the Bureau of Standards which I 
am sorry to say is not known by in- 
dustry as it should’ be. We have 
some 400 technical experts with all 
kinds of machinery to work out 
problems. We also have in the va- 
rious large cities of the country, 
district offices of the department of 
commerce, but in spite of all co- 
operation which can be offered, 
those are apparently not known. 

If the district offices are equipped 
with a personnel which can gathei 
information for your information 
from the ends of the earth, you 
have a right to use all of it. If you 
have a problem, give it to your dis- 
trict office and if he cannot answer 
it, he will send it in to us and if it 
has something to do with Australia, 
it will be relayed to Australia and 
the answer will be brought back. 

Four years ago the average num- 
ber of inquiries which came to the 
Department of Commerce was 15,- 
000 a week. Nothing. Last year 
the average was 170,000 per month, 
a total of 2,040,000 requests for in- 
formation yearly. This is not ex- 
actly the program in simplification, 
ut is an indication that industry 
and government are very closely 
.allied and are co-operating and that 
in certain sections of your Govern- 
ment there is no disposition to regu- 
late, direct, control, or bring pres- 
“sure. 

There are several things that are 
directly in line with the work which 
we have been doing which I want to 
speak of. Whether or not it is de- 
‘sirable for you to eliminate the No. 
29-gauge is entirely a matter for 
you. We have had the pleasure of 
working with you group, and we 
have been happy that we have been 
able to set up a procedure which 
would make it possible for manu- 
facturers, distributors, and consum- 
-ers to be brought together to confer 
regarding the metal interests, be- 
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cause each oi those factors is in- 
terested in the same thing. 

You have now made a schedule 
and have tried to see if it works. 
You have found that perhaps in 
this first instance, you have gone a 
bit too far. If that is so, let us 
come back and work a program in 
which 100 per cent will find it of 
benefit. Then let us work to go to 
the next step. We have no desire to 
show a great big result. It is not 
a matter of advertising the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. If you believe 
our work is honest and sincere, that 
is all we want. Your committee as 
the result of your deliberations will 
develop a revision of the program. 
That committee will go further and 
send to us and we will circulate the 
program for acceptance. We are 
not sure that we have the right 
thing, but the whole plan of our 
work of simplification points to an 
ideal. We carry these acceptances 
as foundations for our work—as 
recommendations. These are not 
agreements. Each one who signs an 
acceptance is free to use or sell 
whatever he desires. But you will 
also recall that in signing this ac- 
ceptance, a high official of the com- 
pany has said to the Secretary of 
Commerce, that he will use his best 
effort to make these various sizes 
and gauges and specifications, the 
standard of the industry. That is a 
high standard. We believe that is 
better than an agreement and if each 
man uses fis best effort to bring 
into use what he has said, he will 
do well and there need be no fear 
of the success of the program. A 
number of these groups have gone 
further than your group in making 
use of these recommendations. Pos- 
sibly you are not quite ready for 
that. It has seemed to us that you 
were just missing one more oppor- 
tunity to make this more successful 
by attaching to this program the 
fact that this simplification program 
had been developed not by the man- 
ufacturers, distributors, not by the 
consumer, but by the entire group 
together for their mutual interests. 

I too had the pleasure of being 
abroad last year and looked into the 
question of the metal house; and I 
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saw the one that was on exhibition 
in London and cénferred with a 
number of engineers about it. In 
England it apparently has become a 
great movement. I wish to offer 
this to you gentlemen. Dr. Griese, 
who is chief of our Department of 
Building and Housing is sailing for 
Europe in July to meet with a group 
of housing engineers and if you 
have any problems, he will be glad 
to take care of them for you. 

It is a great inspiration to bring 
together a group of men who has 
never played, say they won't play, 
and then work out a program. 

We have in our office some files 
we call the morgue. We go along 
a certain distance and then some- 
body does not play. He does not 
know how to play. He wants to 
play alone. He won't attend meet- 
ings and won't be a part of the in- 
dustry and as a result of that the 
entire industry has to suffer. There 
is nothing we can do, because there 
is no pressure which we bring 
about.

Describing the Method for Laying Patterns 


for Lawn Vases

elevation. For this a quarter circle 
is described and tangent lines are 
drawn, as Y-a vertical, Z-b horizon- 
tal and a-b on a 45 degrees. Ob- 
serve, this is quite similar to a three- 
piece elbow. To have a treatment 
for a full gore, we pick Y-a, and lift 
the angle over as Y-a’, and that 
gives us a full gore square with the 
axis of the vase. 


If a hexagon, or square design is 
desired, that would be done simi- 
larly, placing the miter lines ac- 
cordingly. When this is done, we 
drop lines from all points in eleva- 
tion to cross the miter lines of plan, 
as X-a’ and X-a. It is well to use 
light lines rather than points, since 
where there are so many lines, it is 
easier to check up to see where they 
come from in elevation. 

To set out the pattern, pick the 
stretchout by picking each space 
separately as 1-2; 2-3; 3-4; etc., to 
20-21, and transfer them on a hori- 
zontal line, such as X-Y extended 
as 21-1. This will be the girth for 
the gore of vase, and by drawing 
vertical lines through these points. 
Then from each point where the ele- 
vation lines cross the miter lines 
X-a’ and X-a, of plan, carry them 
over into pattern until the cross 
lines of similar number as points, 
4'-5'-6’, etc. These same points 
can also be transferred with a pair 
of dividers, thus picking the plan 
lines from center line X-Y to the 
miter lines, and then transfer these 
distances into pattern. Through the 
point thus established, draw lines in 
a uniform manner, and you have the 
pattern for one gore. The full vase 
would require seven more like this 
which can be marked from the one 
just developed. Edges should be 
allowed on straight members, and 
here and there a lug should be left 
for convenient soldering. Other- 
wise, it is best to merely butt the 
miter edges, and solder them. After 
that the corners should be zinc 
stripped and securely soldered. That 
makes a far better job than in al- 
lowing lugs. 

On the inside, a tub or special 
container should be built which can 
be lifted out, and which allows fill- 


ing with earth. Some support must 
be provided from the base for the 
earth container, otherwise the heavy 
weight of the earth and water will 
soon cause the miter joints to crack 
and strain. Such ornamental work 
is not supposed to support any great 
weight, as it is but an external shell. 
This earth container may be made 
round, or made to follow the same 
shape as the vase—or octagon in 
this case. 

To develop this, the inside part is 
designed as you want it, as m-n-o-3- 
4 in this case. Lines from each of 
these points are dropped into plan 
and carried around to the line X-Z. 
Then the girth is picked from eleva- 
tion and set in pattern, as m-4. Lines 
are erected, and with dividers. Pick 
the plan lines from X-Z, and set off 
the half pattern as shown. If de- 
sired the bottom can be made in one 
piece, and the sides developed in 
other ways, so only one or two joints 
are made. 

To fill in space, we have designed 
three other types of vases. Either 
of these would be developed identi- 
cal to the one under consideration. 

When Mr. Shomaker has this 
vase done—he can call it a vase, 
where the A is sounded like in

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Checking Your Business 
Practice with Standard 


N HIS mad rush for ever more business the sheet 

metal contractor is apt to minimize or overlook en- 
tirely the importance of many of the so-called lesser 
details connected with the administration of that business. 

In an address made before a large body of sheet metal 
contractors recently a very able business man laid down 
some cardinal points which, if religiously observed by 
each contractor, would put him in a fair way to make a 
good profit on his business. 

He first suggested a careful reading of the trade papers 
each week. From these the contractor will not only be 
able to read inspirational articles, but will get valuable 
pointers on the conduct of his business as well. In addi- 
tion to this information, he will also be able to keep 
informed about what is going on in the industry; what 
the various associations are doing for his good and what 
his brother contractors in other sections of the country 
are doing. Time spent in this way could not fail to 
make Mr. Contractor a better business man. 

A careful analysis of costs was suggested, dividing 
overhead into two groups—assets and liabilities. In the 
former class would be included all items that can be 
actively used in business promotion; in the latter would 
be placed expenses, such as rent, insurance, etc. 

From this point our able business man goes on to 
advise that when you discover a leak, stop it at the 
source. The contractor must be ever on the alert to find 
and stop the little leaks of the business. 

Unusual emphasis was placed upon the necessity for 
investigating the products handled by the contractor. It 
is very important that you know the quality of your 
products ; it is equally important to know and thoroughly 
understand the policy and standing of the manufacturer 
of those products. You are investing your money in 
those products. You are also investing your name— 
the good will of the business in the quality of the prod- 
ucts you sell. Make sure that they are all that they 
should be to uphold your reputation and standing in the 
community. 

To pay your bills promptly is an exceptionally good 
antidote or toxin for the poison of bad or diseased credit. 
Discounting bills has the additional advantage of saving 
the contractor actual money, a fact which should never 
be lost sight of. 

The practice of using printed forms when estimating 
jobs has much to commend it. In the first place it pro- 
motes accuracy. It reveals the inclination to employ 
efficient business methods. It reduces to a minimum 
the chance of error, thus avoiding complications that are 
always bound to arise where slip-shod methods are used. 
The cardinal virtue of the use of printed forms for mak- 
ing estimates, however, is that it eliminates the hazards 
of hasty estimating. Contractors are too prone to fall 


into the habit of making hasty estimates, with the result 
that they overlook many items in their bid that should 
appear there. 

The salesmen of the manufacturers who call on the 
contractors from time to time are bound to have new 
and constructive ideas. 
pass along to the contractor if the latter will only give

In this brief outline the sheet metal contractor is given 
ample food for constructive analysis. If he will take 
each one of the points enumerated, checking them off 
one by one against his own practice, he will, no doubt, 
ind ample reason for the institution of corrective 
measures to his own practices. Try it and see where 
vou stand in relation to correct practice! 





Determining Your Attitude 
Toward Your Business 


A LMOST every day stories reach AMERICAN 
ARTISAN editorial department of how some ener- 
getic sheet metal contractor by good generalship has out- 
witted a price cutter and got a job without losing his 
dignity. 

An analysis of the facts in the case generally ends in 
bringing to light the character and personal habits of 
the sheet metal contractor. 

In the first place he is neatly if conservatively attired. 
(ne contractor said to me not long ago, speaking on the 
subject of wearing good clothes, “I could go out into 
my shop, don a pair of overalls and perhaps make $15 
or $20 a day, thus saving that much on my labor hire 
costs. But I’m worth more to the business in the ca- 
pacity of manager. 

“I might sit here in my office and not do a thing but 
think for a whole month. During that time I will evolve 
a plan for better business getting methods worth thou- 
sands of dollars to the business. I could not do this 
were my energy to be consumed in the shop details of 
the business. I enter my shop only in a supervisory 
capacity. Even for that work I employ a competent 
foreman.

The National Warm Air Heating 
and Ventilating Association is now 
about ready to embark upon an ad- 
vertising campaign to sell warm air 
heat to the public. The furnace in- 
stallers are going to benefit from 
this national advertising ; therefore, 
if the installers all over the country 
will get behind the campaign, each 
one in his own community, the work 
of the national association will be 
greatly aided and for that reason 
much larger and quicker in produc- 
ing results than will be the case if 
the national must go it alone. 

The three advertisements shown 
are very good from an individual 
standpoint, but if they were con- 
structed along the lines of the co- 
Operative effort as outlined, the ulti- 
mate result for good would be far 
greater. 

The aim of all furnace advertising 
from now on should be to sell the 
warm air heating system to the pub- 
lic. The matter of guarantees is 
something aside from the main 
issue. 

As an illustration of what some 
furnace installers are already doing 
in the way of advertising the Stand- 
ard Furnace Code, there is also in- 
cluded herewith a reproduction of 
an advertisement used by Roy R. 
Wilson, Decatur, Illinois. 

In showing this advertisement, it 
is not intended to detract in any way 
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from the good work that the Grand- 
ville Roofing Company has done in 
the past or is now doing. The whole 
idea is to show furnace installers 
how to take better advantage of the 
opportunities which have been put 
before them by the Western Warm 
Air Furnace & Supply Association 
in its fight to inaugurate the Code 
and the National Warm Air Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Association in 
its fight to establish the Code. 

It is hoped that by bringing these 
greater possibilities to the attention 
of the warm air furnace installer in 
all sections of the country, we can 
organize a great silent force to send 
against the sales resistence which the 
industry is now facing. 

Other industries have done this 
very thing and have not only raised 
the level of the industry in public 
estimation, but they have reaped the 
reward of being able to sell their 
services and products at a much 
higher price than they were former- 
ly able to command. 

There is always room for a line 
or two about the Standard Furnace 
Code in every advertisement. You 
may advance the argument that no 
one in your community knows any- 
thing: about the Standard Furnace 
Code and for that reason such space 
as the installer might devote to it 
would be unproductive. 

In order to see the fallacy of that 
reasoning, it is only necessary to 
view the question from the point of 
view of the good of the entire in- 
dustry; that is, from a_ national 
angle. The objective is to change 
public opinion, and in order to do 
this each and every individual in the 
industry must become a nationalist. 
Each group of installers must first 
draw a picture in the mind’s eye of 
the whole country; this done, they 
then locate themselves on this pic- 
ture and then act as though they 
had been delegated by some supreme 
authority to change public opinion 
in their own particular little section 
of the country from an attitude of 
antagonism toward the industry and 
its product to one of friendliness 
and good will. 

Such a policy will most certainly 
not cost the installer any more 
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money, in actual cash, than he is 
now paying for his local advertis- 
ing. On the other hand, he can then 
lift his head in the air and say, “I 
am doing my little bit for the good 
of the industry which is giving me 
my livelihood and whatever luxuries 
I have been privileged to enjoy.”

American Society of H. &@ V. Engi- 
neers Hold Semi-Annual Meeting 
at Lexington 


Interesting Session, Golf Tournament 
and Banquet Features of the Convention 


WIDE range of subjects was 

covered by the papers present- 
ed at the 32nd Semi-Annual Meet- 
ing of the American Society of 
Heaitng and Ventilating Engineers 
which opened in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, on Wednesday, May 26. The 
meeting had been called to order by 
President W. H. Driscoll, New 
York, and Vice-President F. Paul 
Anderson welcomed the members 
and introduced Mayor Hogan 
Yancey. 

The first technical paper was 
“Humid Air as a Heating Medium,” 
by Foskett Brown, Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, in which he described a plan 
for heating .economically with low 
temperatures. L. M. Arkley, pro- 
fessor of mechanical engineering, 
Queens University, Kingston, On- 
tario, described the Development of 
Heating and Ventilating in Canada 
in his paper. 

H. S. Ashenhurst, Chicago, read 
his paper on an “Experiment in In- 
sulating a Home,” which he pre- 
pared with Samuel R. Lewis and 
described his efforts to reduce heat- 
ing costs by using a material which 
could be poured between the studs. 

Professor F. B. Rowley, of the 
University of Minnesota, outlined 
his results in heat transmission re- 
search. 

Two papers were read by F. C. 
Houghten entitled “Work Tests 
Conducted in Atmospheres of Low 
Temperature” and “Still and Mov- 
ing Air” prepared by Dr. W. J. 
McConnell, Philadelphia, and C. P. 
Yaglou, Boston, also “Effective 
Temperatures for Persons Lightly 
Clothed in Still Air” by Houghten, 
Teague and Miller. 


The concluding paper of the ses- 
sion was given by S. H. Katz, U.S. 
Bureau of Mines, Pittsburgh, and 
described the development and char- 
acteristics of a carbon monoxide re- 
corder which resulted from investi- 
gations made in preparation for the 
ventilation of the New York-New 
Jersey Vehicular Tunnel. 

Thornton Lewis, Philadelphia, 
gave a fine presentation of his paper 
“Observing Air in Circulation,” 
which illustrated the flow of air 
through various kinds of buildings 
during smoke bomb tests. 

The second paper of the morning 
was given by Dr. J. E. Rush, head 
of the Department of Hygiene, Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, who had con- 
ducted an elaborate study of ventila- 
tion methods and prepared a paper 
entitled “Rational Ventilation” in 
which he pointed out that there was 
a definite need for controlled and 
conditioned air just as much as there 
was necessity for controlled and 
conditioned milk or water. He 
pointed out that the kind of air sur- 
rounding the body is of nearly equal 
importance with that which we 
breathe. To produce air with the 
proper purity, humidity and air mo- 
tion, artificial means are necessary 
and windows alone do not provide 
uniform distribution of properly 
warmed air. 

The control of factors in ventila- 
tion to produce clean, fresh air, free 
from dust and germs, such as the 
open air of the country is normally, 
in the congested living conditions 
which our urban civilization has cre- 
ated, is the function of the ventilat- 
ing engineer, said Doctor Rush, and 
through a careful study of the prob- 
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lem in the Research Laboratory such 
results can and will be obtained, he 
believes. 

The fault of ventilating engineer- 
ing in the past has not been with the 
engineers, Doctor Rush said, but 
was due to the slow progress of in- 
vestigation in this field by the medi- 
cal profession which has absolutely 
failed to derive positive data on the 
best atmospheric conditions for 
school rooms. It is also due to the 
poor operation of systems which 
engineers do install by the janitors 
who run them. 


The concluding paper of the pro- 
gram was given by J. R. McColl and 
was entitled “Heating and Venti- 
lating a Classroom without Direct 
Radiation.” He explained a rather 
unique system of ventilation where- 
by the introduction of air is accom- 
plished through slits in window sills 
through which warm air is forced 
from an insulated chamber in the 
wall. By this method pupils in out- 
side aisles do not become uncom- 
fortable by being too close to radi- 
ators nor do they suffer from cold 
drafts from windows. 

The meeting was not all work for 
on Wednesday afternoon a wonder- 
ful party was staged at the Ashland 
Golf Club, where the men played 
golf and the ladies played bridge. 

In a special driving contest be- 
tween Dean Anderson and J. D. 
Cassell, John carried off the loving 
cup. 

On Thursday afternoon every 
member attended the Burgoo Lunch- 
eon picnic given on the campus of 
the University of Kentucky in 
honor of the Society and all en- 
joyed a novel meal and entertain- 
ment arranged by the University 
students. 

On Friday afternoon an automo- 
bile tour through the bluegrass sec- 
tion was started at 2:30 p. m. and 
visits were made to various stock 
farms where famous thoroughbreds 
are quartered. In the evening the 
Semi-Annual Banquet was held at 
the Phoenix Hotel and a salutation 
was given by President MacVea of 
the University of Kentucky and ad- 
dresses were given by Colonel C. H. 
Morrow, Commander of the Ameri- 
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can Field Forces of Siberia during 
the World War and by E. P. Mor- 
row, former governor of Kentucky. 
President W. H. Driscoll acted as 
toastmaster and conducted the cere- 
monies of presenting the past presi- 
dents emblems to the following: D.

Responsibility of Dust Leak- 
age Divided Between Manu- 
facturer and Installers 

A recent issue of The Gas Draft 
of The Meyer Furnace Company 
contained an article on the causes of 
dust leakage. This article was of 
so much interest that it is herewith 
reproduced. 


“knocker” easily offsets or oversha- 
dows a dozen boosters, frequently a 
prospect is lost. 

Getting down to the bottom or 
cause of a complaint it is usually 
found that dust leakage is the main 
difficulty. It is well known that a 
warm air furnace will no more pro- 
duce dust than it will create a chim- 
ney draft, but of course the sec- 
tional type of furnace will smoke if 
not properly cemented and kept 
packed. But dust is created outside 
the furnace and not inside. There- 
fore, the old saying “an ounce of 
prevention is_ worth a pound of 
cure” holds true again and as ap- 
plied also to warm air heating jobs, 
and the best way to prevent com- 
plaints of dust and dirt is to keep it 
from getting into the heating sys- 
tem. 

A number of important points in 
a warm air heating plant should be 
watched carefully and precautions 
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One Form of Cold Air Return. 


Many a warm air heating system 
has been unjustly condemned and 
many a prospect for a warm air 
heating plant has been lost on ac- 
count of the complaint of dust leak- 
age. The prospect is naturally in- 
terested in a good heating system 
and talks about it to almost every- 
one with whom he comes in contact 
during the period he is in the market 
and up to the time he makes his de- 
cision and lets his heating contract. 
In some cases the owners of warm 
air plants speak very highly of the 
heating plants in their homes, and 
then occasionally someone dissatis- 
fie] with his heating plant complains 
bitterly and knocks hard, and as one 


taken to prevent dust leakage : 

1. Base Rings. 

2. Front to Casing Connection. 

3. Cold air Boot Connections. 

5. Joints between sections of C. 
A. Pipe and Elbows. 

6. Casing Collar Connections. 

7. Boxing of joints for Cold Air 
Conductors. 

(These points are indicated in the 
accompanying sketch. ) 

Responsibility for dust leakage in 
a warm air heating system is divided 
between the manufacturer of the 
furnace and the installer. The 
manufacturer is rightly expected to 
make every possible provision for 
the prevention of dust leakage from 
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the basement into the casing, just as 
the manufacturer is also expected to 
provide ample sized grooves to be 
filled with cement (in an ordinary 
cast iron furnace), or provide a 
leakproof (welded steel) furnace 
body to prevent leakage. For in- 
stance, a double ring at each casing 
joint is an excellent feature in fur- 
nace construction to prevent leakage 
at these points. But then there is 
also the installer’s responsibility to 
cement the base ring, paper and 
paste all cold air and boot connec- 
tions, etc. 





Columbus, Ohio, City 
Council Passes Ordin- 
ance for Better Flues. 

City Council in Columbus, Ohio, 
recently passed an ordinance which 
will make for better flues. This fol- 
lowed an effort on the part of the 
installers of all types of heating ap- 
pliances in the city of Columbus 
who met several times and drafted 
the ordinance, modifying it some- 
what from that used by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Secretary Williams of the Na- 
tional Warm Air Heating and Ven- 
tilating Association was the one who 
actually engineered the bill through 
the Council. 

The result of the passage of this 
ordinance undoubtedly will result in 
less smoke, greater heating satisfac- 
tion to the home owner and free- 
dom from flue troubles for the fur- 
nace installers since all new flues 
will have to be tightly built and of 
proper size. 





C. J. Whipple Becomes 
President Hibbard Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Company. 

To succeed John J. Charles, 
former president of Hibbard, Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Company, whose 
death occurred on April 6th, the 
board of directors elected C. J. 
Whipple who has been with the con- 
cern since 1908, when he started as 
an order clerk. Mr. Whipple was 
a salesman for five years, spending 
part of the time on the road, and in 
1912 was given charge of the oper- 
ating department of the company. 
In 1915 he was made assistant sec-

vice-president, and has had full 
charge of plans and construction of 
the new home of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartlett & Company. 

The board of directors has also 
elected as chairman of the board 
Frank Hibbard, son of William G.

Mr. Hibbard has been in the com- 
pany’s employ since 1895 and has 


been a vice-president since 1903.

Father, Cortland Van Camp, Died in 1923, Leav- 
ing Raymond President of Van Camp Hardware 


AYMOND P. VAN CAMP, 

president of the Van Camp 
Hardware and Iron Company, In- 
dianapolis, died suddenly at his 
home May 30th. On the previous 
day he had been at his office as 
usual and apparently in excellent 
health.

The 
manner in which he has carried for- 
ward his heritage has been a-source 
of much gratification to his many 
friends who knew something of the 
responsibilities involved. Each year 
the business under his administra- 
tion has risen to new high levels of 
success. 

Mr. Van Camp had particularly 
endeared himself to the headquar- 
ters organization of the National 
Retail Hardware Association. From 
the time the organization was moved 
to Indianapolis he has worked very 
closely with it, always evidencing a 
keen interest in the problems of the 
retailer and an earnest desire to co- 
operate in every way possible to 
help bring about a solution of them. 

He was one of those who was 


quite active in bringing to Indian- 
apolis the approaching National 
Congress and had given freely of 
his time in projecting plans for the 
entertainment,yof the retailers who 
will come here at that time. 

Mr. Van Camp was born in In- 
dianapolis on March 9, 1874. His 
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early education was obtained in the 
Indianapolis high schools, following 
which he graduated from a military 
school in Michigan. After this he 
entered Phillips Exeter in New 
Hampshire to prepare himself for a 
course at Harvard. But the illness 
of his father-disrupted this plan and 
he returned to Indianapolis to learn 
the hardware business. 

He was an ardent sportsman, be- 
ing especially fond of fishing, and 
was always glad to take part in any 
undertaking for the promotion of 
sports of all kinds. 


Death Takes John M. Townley, 
President National Hardware 


Was Also Head of Tcwnley Metal & 
Hardware Company, Kansas City 


OHN M. TOWNLEY, president 
of the National Hardware As- 
sociation of the United States, and 
head of the Townley Metal & Hard- 
ware Company, Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, died May 28 at the Emer- 
gency Hospital im that city. 

Mr. Townley was very active in 
hardware association affairs. He 
had made many friends in and out 
of the hardware imdustry and was 
greatly esteemed by the entire hard- 
ware association membership. 

He labored from first to last with 
the betterment of conditions as his 
main objective in life. 

Mr. Townley’s death was un- 
timely, but his fellow men whom he 
left behind are better for his having 
lived. 

Deep sympathy goes out from the 
hearts of all who knew him to his 
father, his widow and his three sons, 
all of whom survive ‘him. 

Mr. Townley suffered an attack 
of appendicitis a week ago and un- 
derwent an operation at the hospital 
on May 28. Following the opera- 
tion his condition gradually weak- 
ened. He was 49 years of age. 

Born October 7, 1876, in Terre 
Haute, Ind., Mr. Townley came to 
Kansas City when he was 8 years 
old. He was the son of James P. 
Townley, president of the metal and 


hardware company, who survives 
him. 

In Kansas City Mr. Townley 
attended the old Woodland school. 
He later enrolled at Cheltenham 
Military Academy, Ogontz, Penn- 
sylvania, and Princeton University, 
from which he was. graduated in 
1897 with the degree of bachelor of 
science. 

Following his graduation from 
Princeton he entered the employ- 
ment of his father’s company as an 
order clerk. He went through the 
various routine jobs of checker, 
shipping clerk and traveling sales- 
man. 

In 1900, when the old Townley 
Metal Company added a hardware 
department and became the Town- 
ley Metal and Hardware Company, 
Mr. Townley became a director in 
the new company. 

In addition to his activities in the 
business world, Mr. Townley was 
interested in civic problems. He 
was formerly a director in the 
Chamber of Commerce, serving 
from 1909 to 1912 and from 1918 
to 1920. 

He had been a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National 
Hardware Association several years 
previous to his election as vice- 
president of the organization in the 
fall of 1922.

Saran 
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Steel Buying Volume Is Heavier—Industry 
Is Reassured in Stability of Present 


Conditions 


Buying Movement Develops in Pig Iron in 
Some Districts—Non-Ferrous Tendencies Vary 


WIDER spread of buying activ- 

ity in iron and steel has fol- 

lowed this week the recent manifes- 

tation in the industry of greater 

reassurance in the stability of pres- 
ent conditions. 

Consumers facing the clearer 
prospect that modifications of fu- 
ture demands are not likely to be 
abrupt or severe, and tempted by 
prevailing prices, are proceeding 
more freely to cover their expected 
requirements for the third quarter. 
Expiring second quarter contracts 
are being specified more heavily. 

The indications are that under- 
lying consumption has been holding 
up better than the recent vagaries 
of steel buying signified. 

So far as representing a general 
market basis, the advanced price of 
2 cents Pittsburgh and 2.10 cents 
Chicago on steel bars: still is a mat- 
ter for further determination. 

For current delivery or under 
second quarter commitments 1.90 
cents Pittsburgh remains obtainable. 

Chicago mills, because of their su- 
perior position on bookings, have 
posted an advance of $2 per ton on 
plates and structural shapes to 2.10 
cents and 2.20 cents. 

Pig Iron 

The consensus of trade opinion is 
that foundries generally have too 
much iron in stock or due them on 
contracts to warrant further gener- 
ous commitments. 

Any such consumers are taking a 
firm stand against accumulating 
large stocks and will buy on a 
monthly basis throughout the next 
quarter. 

Small lots occasionally are sold by 
makers direct or through brokers, 
foundry or malleable bringing $18 
valley, usually in a carload or two at 
a time. 


One concern bought its June re- 
quirements of basic at $18 valley. 

Small lots of Bessemer still are 
bringing $19 valley. 

Third quarter coverage is regu- 
lated largely by price. Though a 
third quarter buying movement is 
not under way, inquiry is expand- 
ing. 

Low phosphorus is quoted at 
$30.50 to $31, delivered, but is not 
strong. 

Birmingham pig iron has been re- 
duced $1 a ton to $21 base, furnace, 
for third quarter, while the former 
price of $22 is applying on sales to 
the end of June. 

No reduction in output in the near 
future is indicated and it is esti- 
mated that as much iron will be re- 
quired in this district during the 
third quarter as for the second. 

All local melters are operating at 
60 to 100 per cent. 

Copper 

Copper sold at 13.82% cents and 
13.85 cents delivered in the East last 
week, but in the past few days more 
metal has become available at 13.80 
cents and some has sold at this fig- 
ure. 

Electrolytic sold at 14 cents deliv- 
ered Midwest and held at that fig- 
ure, but it might have been possible 
to shade this price on lake copper in 
the past day or two. 

Not much business has been done 
in the export market in the past few 
weeks, but lately there has been 
slightly larger buying. 

At 13.80 cents the market has 
sagged about 10 points since early 
May, but it is a little higher than a 
year ago. 

Zine 

Galvanizers have bought prime 
western a little more actively of late 
than they did in the spring, with the 
result that smelters have felt a little 


stronger and easily worked the price 
up to 7.00 cents East St. Louis, at 
which business was done on several 
days. 

Brass special is firmer, about 10 
points premium, and high grade is 
steady at 8.25 cents delivered East. 
Lead 

Buying in the Middle West has 
continued fair, while the market in 
the East has lacked snap. 

Prices on New York basis are 
mostly 7.65 cents, but 10 points 
higher has been done, mostly for 
prompt, and this position is not easy 
to get at the lower figure. 

Tin 

Consumers were more active in 
the plating metal a few days ago, 
coming in mostly on a price break 
after the statistics for May showed 
less stringency in supplies. 

This buying caused firmness, but 
the latter did not last long. 


The premium of spot over futures 
has narrowed to a little more than 
one cent and delivery the current 
month now is less than one cent 
over future shipment from the 
Straits.
